It  would  appear  that  less  than  half  the  babies  born  in  the 
district  are  being  protected  a.gainst  smallpox.  This  is  not  a suffi- 
ciently high  rate  to  present  a bo,rrier  against  the  spread  of  an 
epidemic  should  an  outbreak  occur.

The  Dcpo.rtnent  is  niricing  every  effort  to  dispose  of  the  pul:lic 
standpipes  throughout  the  area,  and  it  will  be  seen  from  this  Report 
tho,t  the  nurber  of  standpipes  has  been  reduced  fron  fourteen  to  ten. 
T^ith  the  co-operation  of  the  Local  Authority  I van  hopeful  that  those 
stcandpipes  v;ill  be  further  reduced  during  1959,  -nd  noro  houses  prov- 
ided with  a nains  supply  inside  the  house  until  every  house  in  the 
district  has  a nain  supply  of  water. 

The  population  supplied  fron  the  public  no.ins  and  fron  r^ains 
oimed  priveatcly  is  shovm  on  the  attached  table.

The  bulk  of  viator  in  the  Rural  District  is  supplied  by  Sv/indon 
Corporation  from  supplies  on  the  south  -and  north-x/est  sides  of  the 
district  at  Ogbournc  and  Latton,  Throu-ghout  the  year  xwatcr  supplies 
in  the  .area  have  been  satisfactory,  both  in  qu-ality  a,nd  qu-antity. 
Conplaints  have  been  received  regarding  the  discoloration  and  deposit 
in  the  water  fron  a few  consurers  taking  water  fren  long  lengths  of 
laains  required  to  supply  isoLa,ted  houses.  It  lYould  appear  fron  a,nalysis 
of  sa.nples  taken,  tha.t  the  iron  content  incre.ases  in  these  long  snail 
dianetcr  nains,  v.dth  conpara,tively  little  drav/-off,  for  exaiiple  - at 
source  'Latton'  0 2 parts  per  nillion,  <at  the  end  of  a sna,ll  nain  as 
high  as  5 pawts  per  nillion.  Systenatic  flushing  at  the  ends  of  these 
nains  has  reduced  the  discolora,tion.  There  is  little  doubt  that  the 
trouble  vrould  be  reduced,  although  proba.bly  not  elininaded,  by  reducing 
the  carbon  dioxide  content  of  the  water.  The  ideal  v/ay  of  doing  this 
T/ould  bo  to  soften  the  \7a,ter  a-t  source  by  the  line  process. 

During  the  year  work  was  corxncnced  on  the  Northern  Later  Supply 
Schene,  which  includes  the  la.ying  of  2,000  yards  of  3"  nain  to  Hann- 
ington  T.dck,  2,300  ya.rds  of  V nadn  along  Kingsdovm  Lane  to  supply 
Vickers  Arnstrongs  (Aircraft)  Linitod's  factory,  and  2,300  yands  in 
La.dy  Lane,  Blunsdon  St.  Andrew,  together  v/ith  booster  statins  at 
Blunsdon  and  Sx^anborough.

The  inspections  required  under  the  Food  (Hygiene)  Regula- 
tions were  well  naintnined  during  the  yeor,  in  spite  of  the 
shortage  of  staff,  and  food  traders  generally  co-operated  v;ith 
the  departnent,  and  the  general,  inprovenent  in  the  norc  hygienic 
handling''  of  food  is  pronounced, 

Hoi/ever,  the  departnent  nust  continue  to  c'i’nry  out  inspect- 
ions a,s  nuch  as  possible,  to  prevent  any  rc.'‘’uction  in  the  stand- 
ards T/hich  now  exist. 

During  the  year  tT,/o  food  prerdses  v/ent  out  of  use,  reducing 
the  nunber  to  221,  and  the  detadls  of  these  food  prenises  within 
the  district  are  sho\7n  on  the  follo'wing  ta.bles  of  type  of  preiidses 
and  parishes.

!Pood  Poisoning, 

An  outbrcalc  of  food  poisoning  'vas  notified  iDy  c.  large  factory 
situate  in  the  Council’s  area,  where  sene  2,800  persons  are  enployed, 
r.nJ.  T/iioi-o  raonls  pruvidod  in  cor'.o  six  canteens. 

The  first  outhi-e-'ilc  occurred  between  the  11th  a,nd  12th  June  1958, 
and  v;as  notified  to  the  Depa,rtnont  on  the  13th  June,  Thirty-four 
persons,  both  riale  a,nd  fenale,  were  a,ffccted,  and  the  synptons  were 
a,bdoninal  pa,ins,  diarrhia-,  lassitude.  There  wa.s  an  absence  of  von- 
iting,  and  the  dura,tion  of  the  illness  fr  )n  12:  to  24  hours. 

The  workers  ha.d  talcen  lunch  at  the  Factory  in  4 of  the  6 caui- 
teens  on  the  11th  June,  and  12  hours  a,ftcr  eating  lunch  the  synptons 
connenced.  On  this  day  sone  400  persons  had  partaJoen  of  the  neo-ls 
at  the  4 canteens,  and  there  were  sone  24  itens  cn  the  nenu. 

By  process  of  oliiaination  of  the  itens  on  the  nenu  the  suspected 
food  was  roa-st  lanb,  in  the  forn  of  rolled  flank.  This  v/a.s  the  only 
iten  of  food  which  vaas  a,va,ilablc  for  bactcriologica.1  exarjjia.ti n . A 
specinen  of  the  roast  lanb  wa.s  sent  for  exanination,  faeces  sa.nples 
were  subnitted  for  exau'ination  fron  a,ll  the  food  ha.ndlers,  13  in  a.11, 
a,nd  interviews  were  ca.rried  out  vrLth  a,ll  the  persons  affected, 

A conplete  check  of  a,ll  the  kitchens  a.nd  equipnent  was  carried 
cut,  and  full  discussions  took  pLacc  with  the  supervisors  and  the 
nana-genent.  Advice  on  all  preca.utionary  nea-sures  to  be  talcen  v;as 
given  to  the  nana-genent,  and  to  all  food  ha,ndlers,  but  the  suspected 
roast  lanb  was  n^t  substa,ntiated  ba,cteriologica,lly  a,s  the  causative 
agent  of  the  food  poisoning. 

The  firn  co-operated  cn  all  the  advice  and  precautioncu’y  neasures, 
but  a.  second  outbreak  occurred  sone  14  da,ys  latter,  a.nd  was  notified 
to  the  depaxtnent  on  the  26th  June,  The  synptons  v/crc  as  before.  The 
lunch  ha,d  been  taken  by  the  workers  cn  the  25th  June,  the  nuj^ber  of 
persons  affected  wa,s  62,  a,n'i  agaAii  by  a process  of  olinination  of  the 
va-ri^jus  foods  available  in  the  canteen  it  v;as  found  that  only  4 ca.ntecns 
’.7cro  affected.  The  suspected  food  which  had  been  ca.ten  by  everyone 
of  the  62  T/as  pork  stuffing  and  gra,vy.  The  duration  of  the  illness 
was  12  to  15  hours,  a^-nd  the  synptons  connenced  12  hours  after  Ci.)ns\].n- 
ption  of  the  nea.l. 

The  total  nunber  of  persons  eating  in  the  canteen  of  va,rious  types 
of  neal  were  430. 


Due  to  the  proviour.  advice  f-^iven  a min  ncal  w.as  available 
for  innedia,tc  subrnssion  for  bacteriolor^ica.1  and  chemical  cxar.iinaticn, 
cand  neals  r/ere  sent  to  two  separate  laboratories. 

In  addition  nasal  swabs  were  tnJeen  froa  all  food  handlers,  as 
were  faeces  samples . The  results  were  quickly  to  hand,  ojid  it  showed 
that  the  pork  and  stuffing  was  affected  bo,cteriologically  by  staphy- 
lococcus and  clostridiur.i  wclchii,  and  both  labora-tories  shov/od  the 
sa,nc  findings.  The  chenlcal  analysis  laas  negative, 

A complete  survey  of  all  the  methods  of  food  handling  and  food 
preparation  v/as  co,rried  out,  and  all  neubors  of  the  canteen  staff  and 
the  62  patients  were  interviewed. 

In  the  opinion  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  the  pork  and  oni'ii 
stuffing  were  not  cooked  sufficiently  to  kill  off  contaraLnated  organis- 
ms T/hich  had  been  .acquired  during  the  preparation,  and  he  felt  that 
further  contaninati :n  could  have  occurred  after  cooking.  Tliis  inad- 
equate cooking  could  mean  tho,t  some  of  the  parts  of  the  contarina.ted 
foods  were  free  from  the  organisms,  v/horeas  other  parts  of  the  food 
v/hich  were  not  adequately  cooked  did  produce  symptoms  in  the  consumers. 

The  interviev/s  of  the  food  h.andlers  showed  that  persons  who  arc 
regul.a.rly  connected  with  Handling  food  in  large  amounts  had  become 
neglectful  in  many  points  where  food  is  likely  to  be  conta,riin.atod,  and 
had  stressed  still  further  a need  for  personal  hygiene,  particularly 
after  using  the  toilets,  and  the  cha-nging  of  clothes. 

The  managcricnt  supported  the  Public  Health  Dcpartm.ent  one  hundred 
per  cent,  and  were  co-operative  in  every  respect  with  rega.rd  to  the 
measures  which  were  to  be  taken  in  the  future  to  prevent  recurrence  of 
food  poisoning,  a,nd  all  the  ?/orks  requested  were  ca,rricd  out. 

On  the  23rd  July  1958  a third  outbreak  v;as  notified  affecting  some 
12  persons  v;ho  reported  sick.  Similar  action  to  the  previmis  cases  was 
taken  by  the  Public  Heo-lth  Depa.rtment,  but  all  results  proved  ncg'\tive, 
and  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  v^as  of  the  ox''iniun  tha.t  these  cases 
were  isolated.  As  enteritis  was  Icnovm  to  be  in  the  .area  he  felt  that 
this  h<a,d  no  connection  with  the  xorevious  cases  of  food  poi.soning.

L case  of  parn,-typhoicl  fever  vias  notified  to  the  depoortnent, 
vohich  required  investifjntion. 

The  case  occurred  at  a nilitary  establishnent  situate  in  the 
Council’s  area,  <an1  it  v/as  found  that  the  loerson  .affected  nas  v/ork 
in.''  at  the  nilitary  canp  o,s  a lavatory  cle.aner. 

Spccinons  wore  taken  fron  this  nan  and  nenbors  of  his  fanily, 
Hovrcver,  these  gave  negative  results,  .and  they  later  returned  to 
their  nornal  duties.  The  connection  v;ith  the  likelj’’  source  of 
infection  is  obvious  in  this  c.asc,  and  advice  was  given  to  the  pat 
ient  on  resuning  work  as  to  the  need  for  stringent  ca.re  over  pers- 
onal hyg'ienc,  and  h.and  v/ashing.

During  1 958  1 00^  inspection  of  all  ani  als  slaughtered 
throiaghout  your  area  v.'as  mainto.ined. 

All  the  Inspectors  in  the  Public  Health  Dcimrtrncnt  arc 
qua.lified  as  i'fca.t  Inspectors,  and  during  1958  a large  modem 
slaughterhouse  cane  into  operation  in  the  district.  The 
ajnoxjnt  of  slaughter  a.t  this  slaughterhouse  was  at  a mininum 
during  the  fovr  months  it  was  in  operrAcion,  but  it  is  anticipr^ted 
that  the  rjuount  of  slaughtering  will  stcaLdily  increase  during 
next  year,  and  for  th\t  purpose  it  has  been  necessary  to  advise 
the  Local  Authority  tha.t  it  will  be  necessary  to  appoint  a 
full-time  ^fcat  Inspector  to  deal  with  the  meat  inspection  at 
the  St.  lb.rga.rct  7/iltshire  Bacon  Pactor}'^,  and  this  modem 
slaughterhouse , 


It  is  pleasant  to  agc-in  report  tha.t  the  management  at  the 
fantcry,  and  the  mana.gcmont  of  the  new  slaughterhouse , arc  most 
co-opero-tive  in  trying  to  maintain  the  highest  level  of  food 
hygiene,  in  both  factories,  Structuml  improvements  continue 
to  be  ca.rricd  out  a.t  the  St,  Margaret  Hiltshiro  Bacon  Factory, 
and  I am  hopeful  that  during  1959  n new  slaughter  hall  will  be 
constructed. 

The  incidence  of  tuberculosis  found  at  the  bacon  fautory, 
v/hile  showing  a slight  incrca-se  in  pcrcenta.gc  figures,  was  more 
minor  in  cha.ra.ctcr,  and  very  little  evidence  of  gcncra.liscd 
tuberculosis  vaas  found.

M^ITHRAX 


Notification  was  received  from  a veterinary  surgeon  that  a beast 
carcase  affected  with  anthrax  had  been  sent  into  a knackers  yard  out- 
side this  Council’s  district,  but  later  delivered  into  a.  knackers  yard 
within  the  area. 

After  the  carcase  had  been  received  into  this  area  it  was  found 
to  have  been  infected  with  anthrax.  The  management  were  informed, 
and  immediate  steps  were  taken  to  interview  all  persons  who  had  had 
contact  with  the  carcase,  and  advice  was  given  to  them  with  regard 
to  the  necessary  steps  they  must  take.  The  carcase  on  receipt  by 
the  knackers  yard  had  been  processed,  both  the  bones  and  the  flesh, 
and  by  the  time  of  carrying  out  the  investigation  it  was  impossible 
to  trace  any  part  of  the  carcase  as  it  had  all  been  treated  by  steam 
pressure  boilers  for  a period  of  4 hours  at  a temperature  above  212 
deg.  F,,  and  had  a pressure  of  between  60  and  80  lbs,  per  square  inch. 

The  hide  from  the  carcase  had  been  disposed  of,  and  investigations 
were  carried  out  with  regard  to  the  method  of  transport  of  the  hides, 
and  notice  was  given  to  the  appropriate  authority  who  received  the 
hide,  for  their  immediate  action.

Mr»  Davenport,  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor  to  the  Council, 
states  in  his  repord;  that  during  the  year  a start  was  made  on  the 
final  stage  of  laying  trunk  sewers  within  the  parish  of  Stratton 
St.  Margaret,  and  a,lso  a coimenceroent  on  the  third  stage  of  providir^ 
sev/ers  to  properties  owned  by  the  Council,  and  some  private  pro- 
perties, in  Ermin  Street,  Blunsdon  St,  /jidrev;. 

The  Engineer  and  Surveyor  has  also  been  instructed  to 
prepare  schemes  of  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  for  the  parishes 
of  Castle  Eaton,  Bishopstone  and  Wanborough  in  that  order.  How- 
ever, the  commencement  is  being  delayed  due  to  the  Engineer’s  diff- 
iculty in  obtaining  adequate  qualified  staff. 

During  1958  sewers  have  been  laid  throughout  the  village 
of  Sevenhampton,  together  with  a pumping  station  and  sewage  treat- 
ment plant.
